A method to inhibit cell division of a cancer cell 



comprising introducing at least one inhibitory RNA molecule designed with reference to the 
nucleic acid sequence shown in any of Figures 9-16 into said cancer cell wherein said inhibitory 
RNA molecule inhibits the expression of at least one gene which mediates at least one essential 
process in said cell. 

2. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 wherein said RNAi molecule inhibits at 
least one step in the cell-division-cycle of said cell. 

3. (Currently Amended) A method according to Claim 1 ep^-wherein said cell is a 
germ cell carcinoma cell, particularly a teratocarcinoma cell

6. (Original) An RNAi molecule according to Claim 5 wherein said RNAi molecules 
comprise modified ribonucleotide bases.

8. (Currently Amended) A nucleic acid molecule comprising an expression cassette 
which cassette comprises a nucleic acid sequence which encodes at least part of a gene the 
sequence for which is presented in any of one Figures 9-16 that m e diat e s at l e ast one essential 
proces s in at l e ast on e hyperprolif e rativ e c e ll wherein said cassette is adapted by the provision of 
at least one promoter such that both sense and antisense nucleic acid molecules are transcribed 
from said cassette. 
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9. (Original) A nucleic acid molecule according to Claim 8 wherein said cassette is 
provided with at least two promoters adapted to transcribe sense and antisense strands of said 
nucleic acid molecule. 

10. (Original) A nucleic acid according to Claim 8 wherein said cassette comprises a 
nucleic acid molecule wherein said molecule comprises a first part linked to a second part 
wherein said first and second parts are complementary over at least part of their sequence and 
further wherein transcription of said nucleic acid molecule produces an RNA molecule which 
forms a double stranded region by complementary base pairing of said first and second parts. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A nucleic acid according to Claim 10 wherein said first and 
second parts are linked b y a linker having at least one nucleotide base. 

12. (Original) A nucleic acid according to Claim 10 wherein said linker is at least 10 
nucleotide bases.

16. (Currently Amended) A nucleic acid or v e ctor according to any of Claims 8 
4 5Claim 8 wherein said promoter is an embryonic stem cell, a germ cell or an embryonal 
carcinoma cell specific promoter. 

17. (Currently Amended) A method to treat a condition which would benefit from an 
inhibition of cell division comprising administering an RNAi molecule , nucleic acid molecul e er 
vector according to any of Claims 5 16 Claim 5 . 
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18. (Original) A method according to Claim 17 wherein said condition is cancer. 

19. (Original) A method according to Claim 18 wherein said cancer is a germ cell 

cancer. 

20. (Original) A method according to Claim 19 wherein said cancer is a teratocarcinoma. 

21. (Original) A method according to Claim 20 wherein said cancer is selected from the 
group consisting of: seminoma, embryonal carcinoma, yolk sac carcinoma and choriocarcinoma. 

22. (Currently Amended) A pharmaceutical composition, comprising Th e us e of an 
RNAi molecule, nucleic acid molecule or vector according to any of Claims 5 16 Claim 5 and a 
carrier or excipient. for th e manufactur e of a m e dicam e nt for us e in the tr e atment of canc e r. 

23. (Currently Amended) tfee -The method according to Claim 22^ wherein said 
cancer is a germ cell cancer. 

24. (Currently Amended) Use -The method according to Claim 23 wherein said cancer 
is a teratocarcinoma. 

25. (Currently Amended) Use -The method according to Claim 24 wherein said 
teratocarcinoma is selected from the group consisting of: seminoma, embryonal carcinoma, yolk 
sac carcinoma and choriocarcinoma. 

26. (New) A method of treating cancer or inhibiting cell division in a subject, 
comprising contacting a cell of the subject with the pharmaceutical composition of claim 22. 
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
